ſay ſo General a Rebellion againſt the Crown of Exg/and, has . | 
been o lively and lately repreſented to our view, faithfully 43 
tranſaſted by the true and undoubted Heirs of their Forefa- : 
thers Barbarous and Wicked Cuſtoms and Practices, and their 
ſar more wicked 'and damnable Religious Principles; That I 
find the part-I am now upon of the buſineſs ot this day almoſt 
Superſeded, ſince that all the Spoils and Rapines of thoſe rimes 
that I ſhould enumerate; All the perfidious Treacheries, brea-

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That therefore which I intend at preſent on- this occaſion 
ſhall be ro- enquire by what means we may ſo Secure our 
Peace and Settle it on ſuch ſure and laſting Foundations, as that 
it may not be in the Power of ſuch a Rude and Barbarous 
Faction in every Ape to ſhake and undermine it. In order to 
which I ſhall ſrom the words now Read unto you ſet forth 
Firſt, rhe greqt Ble: ngs and Advantages to a Nation of ſuch a 
Peace, which ill the better diſpoſe us heartily to apply our 
ſelves to the methods fo preſcribed for the aſcertaining that 
Peace, which-the Apaſtle does here ſo carneſtly Exhort us to 
purſue and ſeck aſter, Seek Peace and Enſue 2t. 

The Apoſtle in the begining of the foregoing Chap 
tcr acquaints the Chriſtians with the great preferments 
and Emoluments, the great Rewards and Priviledges they 
had in Chriſt, that they were a choſen Generation, a Royal Prieſt- 
hood, an holy Nation, a peculiar People appointed to ſhew forth the 
Praiſes of his who called them out of Dar#neſs into his marvellous 
Light: wv: 9.' ro. And aſterwards from the 1 ith verſe ro the 
1cth v. of this Chapter, he applics himſelf ro dirct them in 
ſome ſpecial Duties, whereby they may lay hold on, and En 
ſure to themſelves fo great advantages; and whereby they may 
render themſelves mcet for ſuch glorious Recompences; And 
then to add weight and enforcement to all, he ſumms up both, 
in a quotation out of the Pla!ms; Pſal. 34, v. 12, &c. He 
that will love life and ſee good days; Let him refrain his lips from 
Evil Se.

to mean thar tho greateſt ſtabiliry, the firmeſt ſettlement ot af- 
fairs is oft felba: certain; cauſe of-Fairh and Piety, Truth and 
Righteouſneſs,and of the flouriſhing of Religion; but thattis ſuch 
a cauſe hereofas rhar'Relipion cannotwell flouriſh without it; 
Tho Chriſtianity be in it ſelf of ſo prolifick anature, and fo

Storms, but muſt be: Brooded.and Cheritht under the ſoft wings 


 of- Peace, whictr'is as requiſit to the' flouriſhing of the Goſpel 


now,. as atfirſt'to the/bringing torch of Chriſt its founder, : for 
therefore we: find" -this' to. be''1rhe new and:the old Command; 
the dying Legacy and parting gift of our dear Lord and Maſter, 
who himfelt is Love; Ardhis Goſpel thereupon ſtiled-the word 


of :reconcilement; As ifthewhole deſign of his'Lifte and Death 


was noughrelfo bur Peace: Themoſt ſettled Peace tis confeſFd, 
doesinorby'any' Phyſical: influence:produce the ſeveral Duties 
of Chriſtianiry; but ir does diſpoſe-men to 'a'cheerfull:ready

Pak 85: 10.' And it it is the'ground of St. ' Pauls Exhortation to 
Timothy; 7 Exhort therefore that firſt of all Supplications, Prayers, 


Taterceſſions,and giving of thanks be made for all men, for Kings and 


all that art in Authority, that we may lead a uiet and Peaceable 
life in all godlineſs and honeftly; 1. Tim: 2: 1, 2. He takes for 
oranted that Gods bleſſing on Kings and thoſe in Authority is

the great cauſe of Peace and Quietneſs; and then again that 
Peace and Quictneſs are the moit happy opportunities for the 
Exerciſe both of Godlineſs and Honeſty; And fuch was the 
motive tothe Compilers of our Liturgy in the framing, And O! 
may it be ſo unto us in the peruſal of that Collet of Thankſpiv- 
ing for Reſtoring publick peace at home, when God fſhall- be 
pleaſed toappeaſe that Rebellion now Raging amongſt us, v2. 
the opportunities that are then offer'd us of living in all Godli- 
neſs and Honeſty, and walking obediently in Gods holy Com- 
mandments; And fo both in our Morning and Evening Service it 
is wiſely appointed immediately after the Collett for the day, 
to begin with the Prayer or Colle for Peace, as a fure foun- 
dation and ground-work of all thoſe Bleſſings and Graces which 
we requeſt of God in our daily Prayers; Then may we ExpeCt 
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the great promotion of the Goſpel, the flouriſhing of Chriſtiani- |. 


ty when with mutual Charity and mutual Confidence in each 
other, with fixt Artentions, with ſtedfaſt thoughts, -and - pure 
affetions we. can attend on the Lord without diftrafion, 1: Cor. 
7: 35. When God (to ſpeak in the words of old Zacharias ) ſha// 
be pleaſed togrant unto us, that we being delivered out of the hands 
of our Enemies, might ſerve him without fear, in Holineſs, and 
Righteouſneſs before him all the days of our life; Luke 1::74,75. 

And thus haye I briefly endeavour'd to ſcr forth the ſeveral 
advantages both in relation.to this lite, and toa better that al- 
ways accompany ſure and ſettled times; And inaſmuch as con- 
traries do ſerve murua'ly to illuſtrate and ſet off each other, I 


ſhall as briefly ſubjoyn the many calumnities which civil Com: 


motions and Rebellions do bring upon a Land. 

And to proceed in the former method; What greater diſcou- 
rapgements can there be to any mans diligence in his Calling, 
then that when he has-toyFd and laboured, wearied his Body 
and his Minde, to have no aſſurance, or hope that he or his 
heires ſhall be the better for his pains, nor belife that hereby 
he ſerves cither himſelf or his poſterity > for whois he thar will 
imploy

imploy and buſic himſelf at all adventures? Build, Plant, or lay 
up-Treaſure, when he has reaſon to fuſpe&t, that he is Labour- 
ing for a ſtranger, or preparing Rich and Pleaſant Spoiles for an 
Enemy, to feed his luſts upon 2 And ſuchare the diſcourage- 
ments of Troubleſom and Diſtratted times wherein one Sows 
and another Reaps, one Builds another Inhabits, one Plants ano- 
ther probably gathers the Fruit, as we have all of late ſeen in 
our days, and moſt of us I doubt not have is-ſome meaſure telr 
by fadexperince; Beſides, tis nowa manisdenicd the comfort and 
injoyment of the things which he Poſſeſſes; Honour becomes 
Contemptible and Merrir cxpoſed to reproach, when thar of the 
Prophet comes to be verified; the Child ſhall behave himſelf 
proudly againſt the Ancient, and the baſe againſt the Honourable; 
1/: 3: 5. Tis now when Friends ſtand molt in need of the advice 
and afſilance of each other,that that ſatisfaCtion is denied them; 
the Viife ef a mans zouth,his companion, the Wife of his,covenant,the 
elefire of his Eyes forced away from the Embracesof the Flusband 
of her boſome, Children detained from the care and condutt of 
their Parents; And Friends who Love at a// times Pr. 17: 17. 
And ſtick cloſer then Brethren to eachother , 1g: 24. are now 
compelled ro ſubmit to a violent ſeperation, and to. bemoan 
their condition in the werds of the Pfalmiſt, my Lovers 
and my Frienes halt thou put away far from me and hid mine 
acquaintance out of my fight: Pſal. 88: 18. And forlarge For- 
runes they are ſo far from being any. Security to the Owners in 
ſuch times as theſe, that they expoſe them rather to Spoil and 
Rapine, like ſome Beaſts who for ſake only of their coſtly Per- 
fumes arc Hunted and Proſecuted untoDeath. And of no times 
more Properly thenſuch as theſe could Solomon ſpeak, wherein 
he Saw Riches kept for the Owners thereof to their hurt, Eccleſ: 5: 
13. for ſuch isthe Caſe of unſectled times to give all manner of 
Encouragement to ill deſigning Men, in Attempting all 
Kinde of Violences, they take off all Reſtraint and Check 
irom the Vices of Men, they are an open Theatre for __

Luſts to appear and att their deſign upon ;- then'is every mans 
Pride encouraged to endeavour Advancement by any means; 
every mans Avarice put in hopes of making Spoils upon his 
Neigbour , and every mans private animoſity of taking Re- 
venge upon his Enemy : Here is a door ſet open to all inordi- 
nate Luſts and Paſfions which commonly end at laſt in Ruine 
and Defolation. To this add how we are hereby hindred in 
our courſe to a better life hereafter ; inaſmuch as they take a- 
way from us the happy opportunities of the free and quiet pra- 
Ctice of our Religion : Beſides, in that they totally. divert mens 
thoughts from the conſideration of things to come in a better 
world ; to ſecure their Afairs, to preſerve their concernments 
here on earth, which ſeem to be in preſent danger : They are 
apt to diſtra&t and diſturb our Mind, and create many confu- 
fions in them ; whereas all the Duties of Religion are then per- 
formed with the greateſt pleaſure to our ſelves, and beſt accep- 
tance unto God alſo when he is ſerved without diſtraCtion. 
And laſtly, as has been already intimated, then are the moſt 
incouraging opportunities to incite the inordinate Luſts of men. 
Pride, Avarice, and Ambition are apt to deſtroy mutual Cha- 
rity; mutual confidence among men to leave them jealous one 
of another, and fo extinguiſh the true Spirit of Chriſtianity. 
And to ſum up all ina word; No longer may the Innocent 
hope for Reiuge now the Laws (which were his protection) 
are laid aſide, a ſtop put to all adminiſtration of. Juſtice, 


. Strength become the only Lawgiver, and the Longeſt Sword 


the ſole meaſure of Riphr; therefore as the Prophet complains, 
Is our Land become a deſolation, and an aſtoniſhment, and a curſe 
without an inhabitant, Jer. 44. 22. Our Cities laid waſte, Ch, 4. 
7. And our Streets without man and without inhabitant, and with- 
out beaſt, Ch. 33. 10. Hereby our Religious Aſſemblies arc 
ſuſpended, our Temples prophaned, defaced, demoliſhed; 
Learning diicountenanced, and Ignorance, Famine, and the 
Peltilence (with a numerous train of more ſuch attendants of 


Rebellion

Rebellion do flow in as a Deluge, and ruſh upon us an Armed 
Man. <p 

I have been the ſhorter in recounting the great Calamities of 
troubleſome and rebellious times; Inaſmuch as (without Janch- 
ing our Thoughts over to Forcign parts, har 
ſtiliries and War) We have a more convincing Evidence before 
our Eyes (which does more neerely concern us) of the Hor- 
ror and Confuſion, the Rapin, Violence and Bloodſhed which 
follows Strife and Rebellion. Whileſt every ot you from his 
own *Experience may read large LeQures on.what I have bur 
briefly hinted; and the Scars in your Eſtates and Families are 


like to remain as ſo many ſtanding Monuments of what I have 


delivered; as they will do alſo of ſomewhat elſe, if (after fo 
many and frequent Warnings) we do not at length uſe our ut- 
moſt cndeayours for extinguiſhing the preſent Fire, and prevent- 
ing the Flame to break out again; that we may once arrive at. 
that ſlate which David deſcribes, when we ſhall know #0 more 
decay, mo leading into captivity, nor complaining in our ſtreets, 
Pal. 144. 14. Which brings me to the next thing propoſed , 
whic!r-1s 40 lay down ſuch Methods as wil be proper for the 
ſettling and ſecuring of our Peace.. | 

Now that which in the firſt place I ſhall recommend as your 
beſt ſecurity, is the amendment of your Lives, the walking o- 
bediently to Gods Will in the. who!e extent of his Laws ; which 
iS the ſame that St. Paul in other words propounds tothe Ephe- 


frans; That ye be ſtrong in the Lord, and in the power of his might, 


Chap. 6: v. 10, That ye take unto you the whole Armour of God, 
V. 13. That your Loyns begirt about with Truth,having on the breſt- 


plate of Righteouſneſs, v. 14. And your feet ſhod with the prepa- 


rat jon of the Goſpel of Peace, taking the ſhield of Faith, v.15. 
And for a Helmet the hope of Salvation, v. 16.
